Y. Mr. Harriman was taken from his 
train to the ship’s tender in a roller 
chair and the chair was taken on board 
the ship for his use. In a brief state- 
ment, he indicated that his search for 


health in Europe had been a failure and 
that he was going home and try to re- 
cover from the effects of his stay on 
this side. 

Mr. Harriman’s movements were care- 
fully concealed. He still has a reserva- 
tion on the Mauretania, sailing Sept. 4, 
and the North German Lloyd officials 
have denied knowledge that he had a 
reservation on the ship which carried 
him homeward today. 

The impression has been frequently 
created by Mr. Hurriman’s friends that 
he was improving #1 health, but his 
appearance before he sailed today be- 
lied this impression. 

Weakened by His Treatments.

WAINWRIGHT NOT 


TO RETURN HERE 
AND STAND TRIAL 


Millionaire Wishes to Come 
Back, but Will Wait Quash- 
ing of Indictment. 
CHARGED WITH BRIBERY 
Brewer Finds Life Pleasant in 
‘Paris, but He Would Like to 
See St. Louis.

18.—Ellis Wainwright, 
millionaire St. Louis brewer, will not 
return to St. Louis unless the indict- 
ment charging him with bribery in the 
Suburban franchise deal is first dis- 
missed. 

Much as he would like to see St. Louis 
friends and attend to certain business 
interests in his home city, he will never 
consent to sit, even as a formality, in a 
prisoner’s dock, or to undergo the hu- 
miliation of furnishing bond before a 
judge. 

Rather than to do this, he will remain 
indefinitely in Paris and on the Conti- 
nent, where his exile has proven any- 
thing but a hardship. He enjoys Paris 
life thoroughly, and his friendships in 
English-speaking circles and among 
wealthy Parisians are extensive. 

His determination to remain away 
from St. Louis until the charge against 
him is finally dropped is well known to 
his intimate friends here. They fre- 
quently commend and encourage him in 
his purpose not to submit to an ordeal 
which he can avoid by prolonging his 
residence here. 

Acquittal Considered Certain. 

Assurances of St. Louis friends that 
he would certainly be acquitted have 
had no effect whatever on Wainwright. 
Lawyers of high standing have written 
him that the State’s case against him 
could not stand the test of a jury hear-, 
ing, and that, .as.in.the Nicolaus.case, 
peremptory acquittal would undoubtedly 
be ordered by the trial judge. 

All this has missed the point of Wain- 
wright’s' objection. He is ‘undlterably 
opposed to the idea of returning to St. 
Louis under the cloud of an indictment. 
An acquittal, even a speedy one, he 
feels, would not remove the blight that 
would rest on his return. 

Some of his friends, including St. 
Louisans who have visited Wainwright 
here, have argued that the indictment 
would have been dismissed long ago but 
for “‘politics,’’ no circuit attorney car- 
ing to take the political odium that 
would come from dropping one of the 
series of cases on which Joseph W. 
Folk made his political reputation. At 
the same time, these St. Louisans have 
told him, the prosecutors have realized 
that the case would not stand in court. 

Prefers to Stay Abroad, 

This reason of ‘“‘politics,’’ he has been 
told, is likely to operate inuwefinitely. 

His answe- has been that, in that 
case, he will stay here indefinitely. 
He considers St, Louis his home, and 
talks with the greatest interest of the 
city and its affairs, but he does not 
concéal tho feeling that he can get along 
to his own satisfaction away from St. 
Louis and from the United States, so 
long as there is an indictment for 
bribery standing against him. 


He Is Safe in Europe. 
Wainwright is by no means confined 


to this country. The movement, started 
by Gov. Folk,.for general extradition 
treaties covering bribery, resulted in 
obtaining such treaties only with Mexi- 
co and a few South American countries. 
Wainwright is perfectly safe in any 
part of the English domain, in Austria, 
which he recently visited, and in most 
of the other countries on the Continert. 
It will be remembered that he was tn 
Egypt at the time of his indictment. 

It can be stated authoritatively that 
the recent action of Circuit Attorney 
Jones of § St. Louis in asking 
Ex-Gov. Folk to help prosecute 
Wainwright in case of his return, was 
based sofely on rumor, and did nvt re- 
sult from any overtures made by Wain- 
wright or anyone authorized to speak 
for him.

Two Other White Women 
Taken as Prisoners From 
Market Street Place 





Helen Hanson, who says she was 18 
years old last May and worked as a 
te:ephone operator until a month ago, 
is detained in the matron’s room at 
Police Headquarters, after being ar- 


rested twice in 12 hours. 


The girl was arrested about 10 p. m. 
Tuesday in a resort frequented by 
Chinese at 704 Market street. Two 
older white women were arrested in 
the place at the same time. Elsie 
Young, 24 years old, known to the 
Chinese as Elsie Wow, and a woman a 
year older, who is called Flossie Hirana 
in Hop Alley, but occupies a prettily 
furnished flat at 3762 Olive street. as 
Mrs. Florence Schlusher, were the other 
prisoners. 

In the Police Court the \V/ow woman 
was fined the maximum, $300, for keep- 
ing a disorderly house, and was re 
turned to a cell. Helen Hanson and 
Mrs. Schlusher were discharged, 
the court holding that there 
was not sufficient evidence to con- 
vict them of frequenting a disorderly 
house. 

As the giri and Mrs. Scnlusher stepped 
to the sidewalk they were rearrested by 
order of Capt. Young of the Central Sta- 
tion. Mrs. Schlusher was placed in a 
cell in the holdover. 

Capt. Young said he girl would be held 
for investigation of her story. He said 
he believes she is under age and that 
he places no credence in her statement 
that her mother lives at Murphysboro, 
Ill. Capt. Young also doubts that she 
has been a telephone operator. 

The girl admitted she had been in 
the Chinese resort since Monday and had 
associated with two Chinese there. 
Mrs. Schlusher eaid she used to be the 
wife of a Japanese named Hirana, in 
Chicago, but is now married to another 
man, but is not living with him. 

Helen Hanson said she came from 
wlurphysbcro, Il., her father being dead 
and her mother the wife of Thomas 
Bradley, a railroader. She said she left 
home when she was 12 years old and 
has spent the past six years in Chicago 
and 8st. Louis. 

“T have boarded with Mrs. Schlusher 
on Olive street for several months," 
she told the police. ‘‘For nearly a year 
I was a Kinloch telephone operator. 
About a month ago I was sick and 
telephoned the manager I could not 
come to work. He telephoned back 
that he was short of operators, and ua- 
jess I reported for duty by 2 p. m. 
I could consider myself discharged. I 
never went back. 

“Last Monday Mrs. Schlushéer told me 
about the place at 704 Market street and

Attendant Dives and Finds Her 
at Bottom When Sister 
Misses Her. 








While about a hundred children were 
disporting themselves in the pool at the 
Crystal Natatorium, at Channing and 
Cook avenues, shortly after noon 
Wednesday, Agnes Cappelman, 15-year- 
old daughter of John Cappelman of 
3012 Bailey avenue, was drowned.

Sutton was then or- 
dered under arrest by his senior officer, 
Lieut. Utley, failed to obey such order, 
ran away to his (Sutton’s) tent, threat- 
gning to shoot all present, and armed 
himself with two 38-caliber revolvers, 
one a Smith & Wesson commercial and 
one a service Colt. P 

“4. That Lieut. Sutton, having pos- 
sessed himself of two revolvers, ran 
amuck, threatening all who came in 
sight, after first defying his senior offi- 
cer, Lieut. Utley, and the officers of 
the guard, Lieut. Bevan, who had also 
ordered him under arrest. 

“6 That Lieuts. Utley and Roelker 


and Sergt. De Hart followed Lieut. Sut- 


ton from the camp after his breach of 


arrest, and came on him in the road 


leading from the barracks to the naval 
academy grounds, near the scene of the 
previous fight, and Lieut. Utley and 
Sergt.

WAGON; FATHER ARRESTED 


Child Was Hauling 200 Pounds of 
Garbage to Feed Hogs in 
East St. Louis. 


Patrolman Lynch of the Carr Street 
District figured there was something 
wrong when he saw a small boy hitched 
to a wagon loaded with garbage, driven 
by a man, in an alley near the Union 
Market, shortly before noon, Wedneés- 
day. 

The policeman arrested the man, un- 
hitched the boy, who was harnessed 
goat-fashion to the wagon, and the man 
was ordered to get in the shafts him- 
self and draw the load to the police 
station.

A stork fund of $6 a month has been 
granted to Stork-Mayor Ed _ Beall of 
Alton.

LEFT BY BARNES 


They Ask Court to Dissolve 
Trusteeship Now Control- 
ling the Estate.

LEFT FOR HOSPITAL 


Claim Made That’ Trustees 
Have Failed for 17 Years 
to Carry Out Terms. 


—_ 





A suit to dissolve the $3,000,000 Barnes 
Hospital Trust Fund, established by the 
will of Robert A. Barnes, was begun 
Wednesday by three nephews of the 
testator who seek to have his rich es- 
tate divided among themselves. The 
Suit is against the trustees of the es- 
tate, Samuel Cupples, Samuel M. Ken- 
nard and Murray Carleton. It is charged 
that they have permitted the hospital 
trust to lapse by failure to carry out 
the provisions of the will. 

The plaintiffs are Robert Barnes Bu- 
chanan, 36 years old, an Insurance agent, 
who lives at 442 Elmbank avenue; Ed- 
win W. Fairman, 50 years old, a railread 
auditor, who lives in Kansas City, and 
William H. Macarthy, 46 years old, an 
accountant, who lives at 6435 Spencer 
place. 

William H. Buchanan, also a nephew 
of Robert A. Barnes and now agent for 
the three trustees of the estate, is a 
fourth heir. He is named as a ¢co-de- 
fendant with the trustees, but the peti- 
tioners ask that he be included with 
themselves in the division of the prop- 
erty. 

17 Years Since Barnes Died. 

The three trustees of the estate were 
out of the city Wednesday, all of them 
in the East on their vacations. 

The plaintiffs charge that the trustees 
have ignored the provision of the will 
that its terms should be carried out, if 
possible, within three years after the 
death of the testator. They allege that 
not only have three years elapsed, but 
17, since the death of Mr. Barnes in 
1892. 

The Barnes will left $100,000 in cash 
which was to be used for the, erection 
of the hospital buildings. He stipulated 
that these structures must be of a se- 
verely plain type, without any archi- 
tectural embellishments or extrava- 
gance of construction. They should be 
plain and substantial, he said. 

Real Estate Worth §$3.000,000. 

In addition to this cash for construc- 
tion purposes, he gave a site for the 
hospital and a landed endowment worth 
nearly $2,000,000. The revenue from this 
was te be devoted to the maintainance 
of the institution. A. M. Frumberg, one 
of the attorneys for the plainti?s, says 
that this real estate is now worth 

It is alleged that not only has the 
trust which Mr. Barnes sought to create 
lapsed through non-use by the trustees 
for many years more than the stipu- 
lated three, but Is also void for the rea- 
son that the testator failed to provide 
for a trust that could be held a public 
charity trust under the law. The trust 
is a mere private one, it is alleged. 

Power Given to Trustees. 

This is based on a provision of the will 
to the effect that the sick and injured 
be treated there without declaring that 
the poor sick and injured shall receive 
treatment-and leaving it to the discre- 
tion of the trustees as to whether 
charges should be imposed on patients 
treated at the hospital. 

The trustees are authorized under the 
will to make such rules as they deem fit 
for the government of the hospital. This 
would include the matter of charges 
and would, the plaintitfs contend, take 
the institution out of the public charity 
class under the Missouri statutes.

Older Company Makes An- 
nouncement to Subscribers 
of Change in Charges.

Fifty Cents a Month Reduction 
for Those Who Remit 
on Proper Date.

Reports Wednesday from Fort Kin- 
loch were that no casualties had re- 
sulted from the cut-rate bomb hurled 
into the fort from Camp Bell in the first 
open attack of the telephone war, and 
that the army of %000 Kinloch sub- 
scribers had suffered no losses. 

From Camp: Bell came the annuunce- 
ment that Col. Walbridge and his sub- 
erdinates were well satisfie@ with the 
progress of the campaign, but that it 
was too early to say how largely the 
p.esent army of 4,000 Bell subscribers 
would be increased. 

Bell Meets Kinlech Price. 


Both Bell and Kinloch subscribers re- 
ceived in their Wednesday mafl an- 
nouncements of the Bell company’s new 
rates, which are reduced to the figures 
which Kinloch customers have paid for 
several years. 

In the case of residence telephones, 
the flat Kinloch rate is offered. Im the 
case of business telephones, a rate high- 
er by $6 is named, but a discount of # 
eents a month for prompt payment is 
announced, which will make the rate 
the same as the Kinloch’s 

General Manager Durant of the Bell 
company sald Wednesday that the $24 
annual rate offered by the company to 
some persons for service on a four-party 
line, was not included in the formal 
annotncement, for the reason that it 
was merely experimental. 

‘“‘We are working out a number of 
plans,” said Mr. Durant, “but the four 
changes we announced in our circular 
are the only ones which we wish to 
consider now as fixed. 

“The slot telephone question has not 
been taken up yet. The long-distance 
rates remain the same.” 

The reductions are announced to take 
effect Sept. 1. 

Kinloch to “Stand Pat.” 

H. Linton Reber, general manager of 
the Kinloch, said Wednesday that he 
did not think his company would reduce 
its rate. s 

“IT believe our customers will stand 
by us,”” he said, “now that through 
us cheaper telephone service has been 
brought about. 

‘President Walbridge of the Bell com- 
pany says the chief purpose of the Be.| 
company is to utilize ull its equipment. 

“Mr. Walbridge knows, as every tele- 
rhone man knows, that an exchange 
with a large number of customers coste 
more per customer than one with a 
small number. The Bell company's at- 
to-neys have stated this fact in a plea 
in court. 2 

“Therefore, I am compelled to con- 
clude that the Bell company’s purpose 
is really to start a war on the Kinloch 
company. 

“In numerous cases, Kinloch sub- 
scribers have been urged by solicitors 
to have their telephones taken out and 
Bell instruments put in, on the assur- 
ance that the price would be the same.” 

Objeet Lesson in Utilities. 

An object lesson, showing the effect 
ot competition in reducing public serv- 
ice rates is afforded to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission and to the public in the 
reduction made by the Bell company 
after years of resistance, to meet the 
schedule of the Kinloch. 

'The Public Service Commission is now 
investigating the rates charged for elec- 
tric light and power by the Union Elec- 
tric Co., and without having finished its 
examination, has come to the unani- 
mous conclusion that the present rates 
are too high. At the same time, con- 
cerns striving to compete with the 
Union have been discouraged by city of- 
ficials, and a suit to deprive one of 
these concerns ef its franchise, insti- 
tuted by the Circuit Attorney, is now 
in court. 

Competition in lighting and power 
rates, it has been pointed out, would 
have brought reduced rates much more 
speedily than it has done in the tele- 
phone matter. The value of telephone 
connection depends om the number of 
other customers, but this is not true of 
electricity or gas, which is equally valu- 
able to the user, whether he is one of 
100 customers or 1000. So, as soon as 
any company introduced a lower light- 
ing rate, there would be a rush of cus- 
tomers, and no one would think it nec- 
essary to wait until there was a certain 
number of other customers. 

Lighting Rates Do Not Drop. 

Lighting competition would not, more- 
over, cause the public expense and ip- 
convenience that have been inseparable 
from telephone competition. No matter 
héw many lighting companies there are, 
no customer needs the service of more 
than one, whereas telephone subscrib- 
ers have been obliged to install two sys- 
tems to get a complete service. 

As it ts, gas and electricity are as 
high as 10 years ago, despite improved 
menufacturing conditions, and, if they 
fight regulation, the gas and electric 
monopolies may continue their present 
prices a long time.

“A picture which does not teach a 
lesson tends to retard and tear down 
the progress of the world. An artist, 
however skillful, is first of all a man 
and his first duty is toward the eleva- 
tion of his fellow man. 
“My father might have been a rich 
man if he had been able to compete 
with other artists who gained knowl- 
edge by submitting to the demoralizing 
practice of studying from the nude. But 
they modeled for secular subjects. ‘He

“However, I would not regulate the 
Pursuits of art nor the costumes of 
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able or unwilling just now to tell exact-, 


women of the underworld, nor the hab- 
its of the rich. They will all hear what 
they want and see what they -want at 
any cost.

They have the power of giscrimination 
of their more broadly educated and 
experienced brethren, but they’ have 
not the opportunity for discrimination 
and I will protect them from evil in- 
fluences and public indecencies and bad 
habits which are thrust upon them.”

He has always kept 
a curb upon his natural tastes and 
inclinations, denying himself every hu- 
man impulse, he told me.

‘To the pure all things are pure,” I 
suggested, as a well-known theory. 

“No man is at greater pains to keep 
himself pure than I have been, and yet 
I would not commit the blasphemy of 
calling myself pure,” he retorted. “I 
have been following the work of leaders 
of this campaign all over the country, 
Anthony Comstock is one of them. And 
I have been corresponding with the au- 
thorities in cities where something has 
been accomplished in the way of the cn- 
actment of laws for the punishment and 
suppression of degrading influences. 
There are ordinances here against the 
public exhibition of pictures of the nude, 
but I want a law which will be pre- 
ventive. 

“It is going to be as impossible to 
differentiate between the indelicate and 
the indécent as it is between the ‘licit 
and illicit, and. between art and those 
offenses committed in the name of art. 
I think the safest way is to do as I do 
in regard to the theaters—‘cut it all out.’ 
Forbid the public appearance of any 
person or picture which can be in any 
way assailed as not being fully clothe 
And I depend upon you as a woman ro 
use your good office in enlisting the 
influence of the Post-Dispatch in this 
reform.” .

CANEA, Island of Crete, Aug. 18.—A 


well-directed shot, fired by one of the 
parties of bluejackets landed early this 
morning from the international squad- 
ron anchored in Canea Harbor, brought 


down the flagstaff of the Canea fort and 
with it the Greek flag that has threat- 
ened to cause war between Turkey and 
Greece. 

A combined landing party, comprising 
detachments from the ships of the four 
protecting powers, was sent ashore be- 
fore sunrise today and the Hellenic em- 
blem was removed in a few minutes 
without any attempt at interferente on 
the part of the islanders. 

Most of the bluejackets then returned 
to their ships, but small detachments, 
representing each of the four powers. 
were left in occupation of the bastion to 
prevent any attempt of the Cretans to 
raise another flag. Cretan gendarmes; 
have been posted throughout Canea to 
maintain order. 

Four warships of the protecting pow- 
ers—Great Britain, Russia, Italy and 
France—assembled in Canea Harbor 
yesterday afternoon, their presence be- 
ing an outcome of the difficulty that 
had arisen between Greece and Turkey 
since the evacuation and an indication 
of the purpose of the powers to main- 
tain the status quo. 

Yesterday the foreign consuls at 
Canea notified the Cretan Government 
that the Greek flag would be hauled 
down this morning and they warned 
the Government that irreparable conse- 
quences would follow any attack made 
on the international landing party. On 
receipt of this warning the Cretan au- 
thorities issued an appeal to the people 
not to obstruct in any way the action 
of the powers. 

The action of this morning means 
that the protecting powers have re- 
turned to the island and the situation 
is again much as it was before July 27.

The Iron Mountain is doubie-track- 
ing its road on that part of the route, 
and a large force of*men is employed 
there. The work train, which carried 
empty flat cars, was on its way to con- 
vey the laborers to. camp for dinner, 
when the accident took place. 

Conductor BE. O. Hancock, who lives 
at 577 North Bighteenth street, East St. 
Louis, was sitting on the lid of the wa- 
ter tank on the tender. Brakeman Dan- 
lel Stroupe was standing on the tender‘s 
footrail.” Engineer Danie] Kirkwood of 
Dupo was driving. The engine was trav- 
éling on a section of the new track. 


Suddenly the tender left the track. The }. 


water tank fell off and threw the con- 
ductor te one side of the track. Brake- 
man Stroupe fell on the other side. Han- 


cock’s left ankle was fractured and 
Stroupe’s left ankle was severely 
sprained. 


Fast Run on Handcar.

It is noted as extraordinary that John D. Rock- 
efeller shook hands in Cleveland last Sunday with 
Robert Bandlow, a Socialist leader. Why should 
they not shake hands?

COUNTY ANNEXATION. 

The question of county annexation, for which 
a movement has been started in the county, ought 
to receive serious consideration. Annexation js 
inevi-dble, and the rapid growth of communities 
on the western border of the city is creating 
problems the solution of which may demand for 
these communities either complete absorption vy 
the city or close co-operation for common ends. 

At a number of points on the boundary the city | 
continues into the county without dividing lines. 
The community interests inside and _  out- 
side of the city are common. Uniform de- 
velopment is desirable. The sewage system 
should be the same. Fire and police pro- 
tection are requirod as much outside as inside the 
limits. From the larger aspect of the future de- 
velopment of the city in all directions, improve- 
ments of the suburbs should conform to general 
plans of city improvements of which in the near 
future they must be a part. 

The greater St. Louis of the future, which will 
include all, or at least the larger part of the 
county, will require park space and boulevards. 
This requirement ought not to be left to the 
whims of speculators or chance, but should be 
part of carefully devised general plans. Co- 
operation in. the acquisition of park space and 
the construction of boulevards is now possible 
under State law through the organizirg of im- 
provement districts, but such work can better be 
accomplished under on? municipality. 

The question is more important to the suburban 
communities than to St. Louls. To be sure, an- 
nexation would add above 100,000 to the popula- 
tion of the city, but that would be an advantage 
only in the census list and it will some time drop 
into the city’s lap. 

But sewage, improved streets, -ire and police 
protection and other municipal needs press upon 
suburban residents, with annexation as the only 
permanent and satisfactory solution. 
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The Police Board does not approve the aban- 
donment of work on the Viviano case. Its prompt 
action in correcting Chief Creecy’s blunder in that 
matter is creditable to the Board. It saw the 
point of the Post-Dispatch’s rebuke. 
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VERTEBRAL RIGIDITY. 

Edward H. Harriman’s search for health has 
been fruitless. The famous Gastein waters didn't 
heal him and he took no stock in them. A Mu- 
nich correspondent naively remarks that “his 
chief ailment is rigidity of the vertebral column.” 
No one will be surprised to hear it. To a “prac- 
tical man,” such as we have been informed Mr. 
Harriman is, a rigid vertebral column is an in- 
dispensable equipment—not a relatively rigid one 
that stands stark and stiff in comparison with 
the gelatinous affairs of time-serving politicians, 
but a positively rigid column, equal to the un- 
bending devotion of the heathen to his idols. 

If this be an ailment we hope it is contagious: 
We hope it is true Mr. Harriman is on his way 
home and wil] soon arrive. We hope he will 
circulate among the people, shedding germs of 
spirial rigidity at every step and infecting the 
multitude. And if Mr. Harriman, germ-laden and 
infection-bearing, could manage to while away an 
afternoon on a certain veranda at Beverly, Mass., 
the nation would be the better for it. If he will 
only do that we will forgive and forget about the 
Alton scandal, the Northern Securities affair, the 
10 per cent U. P. dividend, about rebates, about 
immunity baths, about surreptitious correspond- 
ence with eminent men and other sins of omission 
and commission. We need his recipe for rigidity. 
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If President Taft can navigate the Mississippi 
in October, surely a gunboat of moderate tonnage 
can. 


“MADE-IN-ST.-LOUIS” INFORMATION. 
Expressions of satisfaction from those directly 
interested tell less than half the success of ‘““Made- 
in-St.-Louis” week. The sales have been great 
enough to bring profit, but more important than 
the sales has been the dissemination of knowledge 
of tho vast range of the city’s industries. 

The project would wholly fail of its purpose if 
the impetus given this trade in home-made goods 
were allowed to die away. A single week of dem- 
onstration is merely an earnest of 51 weeks more 
of similar opportunity. The people have already 
learned much. They have shown their willing- 
ness to support home industry. They have re- 
sponded to the appeal made with characteristic 
loyalty and generosity. ! 

But has it not also been discovered that any 
previous failure to support local industries on the 
part of the people is rather the fault of the 
merchants and manufacturers themselves? In 
the search for fields of trade, has not the one 
at home been neglected? Obviously people buy 
the things they know about. It may be that this 
market has not been exploited. The people would 
probably buy as much every week as they have 
this one, if given similar opportunities. Some 
of the information that has come as the result of 
the demonstration is very interesting.

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A GROUCH IS AN OLD SKEEZICKS. 

Having explained all mental phenomena, in- 
eluding genius and religion, psychology attempts 
to lay bare the truth about the “grouca.”

Industries of “Greater St. Louis.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Greater St. Louis has one industry that is far in 
the lead of even her boot and shoe and beer trade, 
yet not one citizen out of a hundred knows of this 
fact. I have before me the latest census bulletin giv- 
ing comparative figures for trade activities in the 
leading cities of the country. The figures therein 
are for 1905, the latest available through Federal 
sources. This bulletin gives the industrial district 
of St. Louis as 206 square miles and with 2603 estab- 
lishments in operation four years ago. Doubtless 
there has been a slight increase in the latter since 
that time. The greatest industry. of the city, aécord- 
ing to this official report, consisted of its stockyards 
and wholesale: meat packing businesses, the total 
valuation of meat products being $57,618,000. Second 
came tobacco, third the liquor trade, and fourth, 
boots and shoés. As I stated, too few people realize 


‘the magnitude of St. Louis’ stockyards and slaugh- 


tering industries. A stranger visiting the city, un- 
less he is' better posted than the townspeople, never 
dreams that within its commercial borders St. Louis 
boasts the third largest all-around livestock market 
in the entire United States, and the greatest horse 
and mule market in the world. From 300 to 500 out- 
of-town stockmen and farmers visit the St. Louis 
National yards daily, either shipping in fat stock or 
coming here to purchase feeding stock. In a single 
day horse and mule buyers from 26 different states 
and territories have been counted at the National 
yards. Not even the much-vaunted Chicago can 
match a showing like this. And best of all, St 
Louis’ livestock trade is growing rapidly, thus draw- 
ing more and more country trade to the city. Last 
year St. Louis’ relative increase in livestock receipts 
exceeded that of Chicago, Omaha, Kansas City or 8t. 
Joseph, Me., all important centers. The Post-Dis- 
patch is doing right in calling attention so often to 
the industrial greatness of St. Louis. The citizens 
ought to also do their part by keeping well posted 
along these lines and booming the town in every visit 
they make elsewhere or in every letter they write.

Portis the most undemonstrative man in the baseball 


nation as manager of the Cleveland baseball club. That 
tion came after five years of patient effort to give Cleve- 
faa championship baseball; and it is almost the confession of a 


broken heart. 

Not a sign of Lajoie’s disappointment 
fe visible outwardly today and he hides 
his bitter disappointment under a mask 
of philosophy. Lajoie had run an indif- 
ferent team into second place last year 
a scant half game from the pennant. 
This season the club had strengthened 
and it was the prevailing opinion of a 
majority of crtitcs that Cleveland had 
the best chance for the 1909 flag. It was 
also Lajoie’s opinion. 

The disappointment that followed the 
failure of the club this season caused 
almost a panic in the Cleveland camp 
and the pitching staff has never been 
able to get a firm footing, even though 
strengthened by the addition of old 
Cy Young. The material was there, 
even Lajoie himself conceded, but the 
baseball played was sluggish and con- 
ventional, and the more dashing clubs 
have made the Blues seem cheap. 

Lajoie could endure the storm of pro- 
test from the fans and press no longer 
and Tuesday he handed in his resigna- 
tion, insisting that it be accepted. In 
his note to the management he stated 
manfully that he had been unable to 
give Cleveland fans a winner in his 
years of trial and that he thought he 
owed it to the public to let some other 
man have a chance. He felt that his 


| 


players were being abused for sins for 
which he himself was the sole person 
responsible and rather than have them 
further abused he proposed to get from 
under and let another manager clear 
their good names. 

Lajole never put a modicum of re- 
sponsibility for the failure of the club 
on his players or on dissension among 
them, On the contrary, he insisted that 
his men were entitled to great credit 
for the way they kept at their job under 
fire. 

He concluded by stating that if the 
management saw fit to retain him as 
player he was willing to remain and 
do his duty as a private in the ranks, 
as he had tried to do as leader. 

Altogether the letter was a manly one, 
and not that of one who merely quits 
under fire. Lajole felt that he was 
bringing censure on his players when 
they did not deserve it, and that was 
one of his reasons for giving up the 
helm. 

Lajoie will, fn all probability, be re- 
tained ag second baseman of the club 
this season. It may be found advisable 
to trade him, however, as conditions are 
seldom the same when an officer is de- 
graded to the ranks in the company he 
formerly commanded. Lajole may be 





expected to figure in a trade. 


Stovall and McGuire Mentioned 
as Possible Successor to Lajcie 


HO will succeed him as manager 
W is largely a matter of conjec- 

ture, although Stovall is said 
to bé the probable man. McGuire is 
a'so mentioned in this connection. 

Lajoie is still in his prime as a base- 
ball player. He is the most finished 
second baseman in the American 
League and his wonderful batting 
makes him probably the most important 
man in a second base position in either 
league. 

Lajo'~ came to Cleveland as manager 
in ** , succeeding Armour as manager. 
Hie had been with the other league as 
a Philadelphia player. He jumped, 
however, and for a long time was not 
permitted to play in Pennsylvania ow- 
ing to legal proceedings pending against 
him. Since his advent to Cleveland he 
has each year had formidable material 


_ to work with. Many good players have 
- developed under his eye, but the team 


has always met with misfortunes that 
kept it ‘out of first place, Year after 
year, at a critical time, the star men 
ofthe team would be disabled and the 





club be set back because of it. Yet each 
year it was Lajole’s team that was to 
be the contender, in the eyes of the 
public. 

Last year was the closest the Forest 
City team ever came to a pennant in 
its history, since a club was put there 
in 1879. 

Lajoie’s pitching staff reached a high 
stage of excellence toward the close of 
1908 and the team closed with a strong 
rush. But for a defeat by Bill Dinneen 
at St. Louis the club would have won 
the pennant. It finished in second place, 
one-half a game behind the lucky Tigers. 

Lajoie, with the exception of last year, 
has been distinguished for his remark- 
able hitting. ‘During last season, which 
followed a period of illness, Lajoie was 
unable to get to his top speed. He 
came back in 1908, however, and his 
work this year ranks with the best of 
his previous career. 

If he is traded, the club that secures 
him will certainly have a fine,tower of 
strength around which to build a stone- 
wall infield.

St. Louis gentlemen sit back in their 
chairs and observe that fighting is going 
on all around them. They find that, with 
practically the same law in New York, 
clubs are holding contests there. And 
they pine and whine and want to know 
why the same thing can’t be done here. 

The truth, Messrs. Promoters, is that 
you don’t know how to promote. If 
the Eastern clubs enjoy police immun- 
ity it is because they fought and won a 
fight in the courts. They secured injunc- 
tions to prevent the police authorities 
from raiding indiscriminately, until a 
proper court could pass upon their right 
to do so. They won the battle legally 
and that is why they are permitted to 
go ahead. 


No club has seen fit to make a fight in 
St. souls. The Missouri Athletic Club 
almost made one once, after Lawyer 
Paul Dillon assured the authorities that 
the law could not be construed to apply 
against bouts without purses, held be- 
fore clubs duly ineorporated and for 
the benefit of members only. 

But at the first sound of the police 
wagon gong the Missouri A. C. tossed 
its hand into the discard and shoved 
over the pot, relapsing into amateur- 
ism, Without the semblance of a legal 
fight.

Pain That Had Been Constant 
in Arm for More Than 30 
Years Subsides. 


CURE SEEMS ASSURED 


William M. Porteous, Railroad 
Man, Undergoes Unusual 
Surgical Operation. 


William M. Porteous, local agent of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and for 
many years one of the leading singers 
and musicians of St. Louis, Tuesday 
submitted to a heroic surgical operation 
at a sanitarium at Rochester, Minn., 
and is now in a fair way to recover his 
health, after more than 30 years of 
suffering. Late in the seventies, while 
still a young man, Mr. Porteous was 
attacked by an affection of the nerve 
of the right arm, which for weeks and 
months at a time caused him indescrib- 
able pain. 

In turn many surgeons were consulted 
and some of them subjected him _ to 
surgical interference, laying open the 
patient’s arm from the shoulder to the 
wrist, and preventing the large and deep 
wound from healing, in the hope that 
the exposure of the sheath of the af- 
fected nerve would bring relief. This 
treatment proved as unavailing as it 
was costly and painful. 

Mr. Porteous, whose administration 
of his office gained for him every in- 
dulgence of his superiors, often took 
long vacations, with complete sever- 
ance of all business cares, but, as the 
years passed, his case grew more hope- 
less. ) 

Had to Give Up Music. 

He gave up his music, retired from the 
choir of the Second Baptist Church, re- 
fused ail similar engagements and only 
on rare occasions and during temporary 
surcease of his affliction appeared in 
public and private concerts. 

At last, worn to a shadow, and with 
a siow and painful death before him, 
he came under the care of Dr. W. A. 
McCandless of this city, who advised 
one of the most painful and extensive 
operations known to medical science, 
the laying bare of the nerve from its seat 
in the spine to the wrist, the repairing 
of all the infected places and sections 
of the nerve and its tract and a satis- 
factory test of the operation before the 
closing of the long incision involved in 
the process. 

Mr. Porteous was placed on the oper- 
ating table at Rochester Tuesday. An 
incision was made on the right side of 
the spine, laying bare the diseased 
nerve, and this was followed by a bur- 
rowing under the shoulder blade and 
laying open the arm to the wrist. 

The cheering news has come from 
Porteous’ bedside that the patient is 
resting well, that“the pain in that sorely 
affiicted right arm had, for the first 
time in 80 years, entirely subsided, that 
there was only a sympathetic nerve 
strain in the left arm and that the at- 
tending surgeon held out the strongest 
hope of a gradual, but complete recov- 
ery.
